The  Registrar  General* s estimate  of  the  mid-year 
population  of  the  Urban  District,  including  approximately 
394  patients  at  St,Cadoc*s  Hospital  and  500  students  and 
staff  a.t  Caerleon  College  of  Education,  was  6,600  for  1971? 
an." increase  of  210  compared  with  last  year.  There  were  152 
live  births,  23  more  live  births  than  in  1970,  and  74  deaths, 
2 less  than  in  1970.  The  natural  increased  population  was 
78,  25  more  than  in  1970,  and  45  more  than  in  1969. 

The  Registrar  General* s comparability  factors,  necessary 
for  the  calculation  of  the  local  adjusted  rates,  the  only 
statistics  comparable  with  the  national  statistics,  are 
1.01  for  births  and  0. 65  for  deaths.  These  comparability 
factors  are  the  same  as  those  for  last  year.

It  must  always  he  remembered  that,  with  Caerleo^s  small 
population,  rates  from  year  to  year  can  vary  considerably, 
so  that  their  statistical  significance  is  doubtful.  It  will 
be  noted  that  rates  have  been  calculated  to  one  decimal  place 
only,  a departure  from  past  reports,  in  which  they  were 
calculated  to  2 places  of  decimals.

of  the  years  1970  and  1967?  the  births  in  the  years  given 
exceeded  those  of  the  preceding  year* 

The  crude  live  birth  rate  was  6.9  live  births  per  1,000 
population  more  than  for  Monmouthshire,  and  jfo  more  than 
for  England  and  Wales,  Both  differences  are  more  than  they 
were  last  year.  The  local  adjusted  live  birth  rate  was 
6.8  more  than  the  adjusted  rate  for  Monmouthshire  and  7.2 
live  births  per  1,000  population  more  than  for  England  and 
Wales.  The  rates  for  Monmouthshire,  when  compared  with  1970, 
increased  marginally.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  remained 
as  it  was  in  1970. 

The  ratio  of  the  local  adjusted  birth  rate  to  the  national 
rate  was  1.4?  an  increase  of  0.1  when  compared  with  last  year.

The  above  table  shows  the  decrease  in  the  illegitimate 
live  births  as  a percentage  of  total  live  births  for  Caerleon 
from  1965  to  1969.  In  1970  the  rate  increased,  an  increase 
which  continued  in  1971?  when  there  were  twice  as  many 
illegitimate  births  as  there  were  in  1970.  Illegitimate 
live  births  per  cent  of  total  live  births  for  Monmouthshire 
decreased  by  0.3%  to  6C0%.  The  rates  for  Monmouthshire  and 
for  Caerleon  are  less  than  the  national  rate  of  8%.

The  stillbirth  rate  per  1 ,000  live  and  stillbirths  was  7 
for  Caerleon,  9 less  than  for  Monmouthshire,  and  5 less  than 
for  England  and  Wales,  the  rate  for  which  of  12  is  the  lowest 
on  record,  and  1 less  than  last  year.

There  we re  4 infant  deaths,  3 of  males  and  one  of  a 
female.  The  number  of  deaths  has  doubled  when  compared 
with  last  year.  Three  deaths  were  early  neonatal,  and, 
as  with  the  fourth  death,  that  of  an  infant  aged  - between 
4 weeks  and  one  year,  occurred  at  hospitals  outside  the 
Urban  District. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  increased  by  1 0 in  the  last 
year,  11  deaths  per  1,000  live  births  more  than  for 
Monmouthshire,  and  8 more  than  for  England  and  Wales,

Three  of  the  four  infant  deaths,  all  of  legitimate 
infants,  were  early  neonatal,  as  may  be  deduced  from  the 
table.  The  early  neonatal  deaths  were  attributed  to  extreme 
prematurity,  two,  and  prematurity,  one0 

The  neonatal  and  early  neonatal  mortality  rates  were 
greater  than  those  for  Monmouthshire  and  England  and  Wales. 

The  neonatal  mortality  rate  was  10  more  than  the  rate  for 
Monmouthshire  and  8 infant  deaths  per  1,000  live  births  more 
than  for  England  and  Vtfales.  The  early  neonatal  mortality 
rate  was  12  more  than  the  rate  for  Monmouthshire  and  10  deaths 
per  1,000  live  births  more  than  for  England  and  Wales.  The 
early  neonatal  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  decreased 
by  1.0  in  1971?  while  that  for  Monmouthshire  decreased  by  3 
early  neonatal  deaths  per  1 ,000  live  births*

With  the  increasing  percentage  of  hospital  births,  the 
perinatal  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  has  decreased 
yearly  for  the  years  1962  to  1969.  A general  downward  trend 
is  seen  for  Monmouthshire.  For  Caerleon,  with  its  fewer 
number  of  births  and  smaller  population,  a downward  trend  is 
not  as  clear;  the  perinatal  mortality  rate  is  more  variable. 
The  rates  for  1962  and  1970  are  both  less  than  any  rate  for 
Monmouthshire  or  England  and  Wales.  This  year,  with  a rate 
of  26  stillbirths  and  deaths  per  1 ,000  live  and  stillbirths, 
it  is  2 more  than  that  for  Monmouthshire  and  4 more  than  for 
the  national  rate.

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DEATHS 


Death  rates  for  Caerleon,  even  if  adjusted  to  compensate 
for  the  difference  in  population  structure  by  age  groups,  when 
compared  with  England  and  Wales  show  more  variation  in  the 
last  10  years  than  do  those  of  Monmouthshire  or  England  and 
Wales  - see  table,  Caerleon* s adjusted  rates  vary  from  7*7 
to  16,7  deaths  per  1,000  population  when  the  greatest  and  least 
death  rates  are  compared,  a difference  of  9 deaths.  The 
Monmouthshire  rate  difference  is  1,5,  and  that  for  England  and 
Wales  1 death  per  1,000  population  over  the  10  year  period,  the 
largest  rate  being  12,2  and  the  smallest  11,2  deaths  per  1,000 
population.  This  is  one  indication  of  the  doubtful  significance 
of  comparing  rates  in  small  districts  with  building  programmes 
which  encourage  a larger  and  younger  population.  With  a small 
settled  population,  a variation  in  a usually  stable  rate  may 
draw  attention  to  the  need  for  a more  detailed  epidemiological 
investigation,  as  would  a stable  local  rate  when  the  national 
rate  was  decreasing. 

This  year,  as  they  did  last  year,  both  the  crude  and  local 
adjusted  death  rates  have  decreased,  the  crude  death  rate  from 
11.9  to  “11.2  deaths  per  1,000  population,  and  the  local  adjusted 
rate  from  7«7  to  7*3.  The  crude  death  rate  was  0.8  deaths  per 
1 ,000  population  less  than  that  for  Monmouthshire,  and  0.4  less 
than  the  national  rate.  This  rate  was  more  than  the  rates  for 
Monmouthshire  and  for  England  and  Wales  last  year.  The  local 
adjusted  death  rate  was  less  than  that  for  Monmouthshire  by  6.1 
deaths  per  1 ,000  population,  and  less  than  the  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  by  4.3  deaths  per  1,000  population.  Both  differences 
are  a little  more  than  last  year.  The  ratio  of  the  local 
adjusted  rate  to  the  national  rate  was  0.6,  0.03  less  than  last 
year,  and  0.4  less  than  in  1969. 

There  were  74  deaths,  38  of  males  and  36  of  females,  the 
least  number  of  deaths  in  the  last  ten  years,  in  which  time  the 
population  has  increased  from  4,420  to  6,600  persons.  29  deaths 
were  of  persons  aged  73  years  and  over,  23  were  of  persons  aged 
between  65  and  74  years,  and  22  were  of  persons  aged  less  than 
65  years.  Of  the  latter  group,  16  deaths  were  of  males  and  6 of 
females,  whereas  of  those  aged  more  than  65  years,  22  deaths  were 
of  males  and  30  of  females.  In  middle  age,  45  to  64  years,  male 
deaths  were  predominant,  14  male  to  3 female  deaths.  Female 
deaths  in  this  age  group  were  last  in  excess  of  male  deaths  in 
Caerleon  in  19^7* 

Twenty-six  deaths,  1 6 of  women  and  1 0 of  men,  2 more  than 
a third  of  the  total  number  of  deaths,  were  of  patients  at 
St.Cadoc*s  Hospital.  Only  2 of  these  deaths  were  of  persons 
aged  less  than  65  years,  13  deaths  were  of  persons  aged  between 
65  and  79  years,  and  the  remaining  deaths,  11,  were  of  persons 
aged  more  than  80  years.  Of  the  26  deaths,  in  only  7 (9»7%  of 
total  deaths)  mental  disorders  were  considered  to  be  the  under- 
lying cause  of  death. 
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DEATHS  (Contd.) 

Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  continued 
to  form  the  major  group  of  deaths,  36.5  % of  total  deaths  and 
1%  more  than  last  year.  Sixteen  deaths  were  of  males  and  11 
of  females.  Of  the  deaths  due  to  ischaemic  heart  disease,  14* 
one  less  than  in  1970  and  1971*  10  were  of  males  and  4 of  females. 
Five  of  the  male  deaths  and  only  one  female  from  this  cause 
were  of  persons  aged  less  than  65  years. 

Deaths  from  respiratory  diseases  replaced  Heoplasms  as 
the  next  largest  group  of  deaths,  with  15  deaths,  one  less  than 
last  year,  and  20.2$  of  all  deaths.  Thirteen  deaths  were 
attributed  to  pneumonia  and  2 to  bronchitis  and  emphysema. 

Eight  deaths  were  of  persons  aged  between  65  and  74  years,  5 of 
persons  aged  75  years  and  over,  one  of  a man  aged  between  55 
and  64  years,  and  the  remaining  death  was  of  an  infant.  Of  the 
15  deaths,  only  one  took  place  at  home  and  2 at  hospitals  outside 
the  Urban  District. 

Neoplasms,  with  10  deaths,  5 of  males  and  5 of  females, 
formed  the  next  largest  group  of  deaths,  13*4$  of  all  deaths. 

Three  deaths  of  men  were  due  to  neoplasms  of  the  lung,  3 deaths 
were  due  to  neoplasms  of  the  stomach  and  one  each  to  neoplasms 
of  the  breast  and  uterus. 

It  is  suggested  that,  by  ensuring  that  sufficient  exercise 
and  physical  activity  is  undertaken,  by  avoiding  excessive 
weight  and  the  smoking  of  cigarettes,  the  mortality  and  morbidity 
due  to  cancer  of  the  lungs,  bronchitis  and  ischaemic  heart 
disease  should  all  decrease. 

The  remaining  20.5%  of  total  deaths  were  due  to  a variety 
of  causes,  deaths  from  mental  disorders  with  7 deaths,  and  from 
accidents,  with  4?  were  the  largest  individual  causes  of  death 
in  this  group.

The  infectious  disease  causing  concern  in  1971  was 
Cholera.  Spain  was  declared  an  infected  area  by  the  World 
Health  Organisation  from  July  23rd  to  the  week-ending 
October  14th. 

Control  of  cholera  is  dependant  on  a high  standard 
of  environmental  and  personal  hygiene  and  pure  water  supplies, 
together  with  safe  methods  for  the  disposal  of  human  excreta 
and  meticulous  cleanliness  in  the  handling  and  preparation 
of  food  and  beverages.  Vaccination  is  of  value  to  persons 
entering  an  infected  area. 

Medical  Officers  of  Health  were  informed  of  persons 
entering  Britain  from  cholera-infected  areas  without  valid 
international  vaccination  certificates,  so  that  they  might 
be  placed  under  surveillance.  In  Caerleon,  persons  returning 
from  holiday  in  the  infected  areas  were  visited  by  staff  of 
the  Public  Health  Department,  given  instruction  about  personal 
hygiene  and  advised  to  contact  their  doctors  and  the  Public 
Health  Department  if  they  experienced  any  symptoms,  particularly 
those  of  diarrhoea  and  vomitting,  within  five  days  of  returning 
from  holiday.

From  the  table  above,  it  will  be  seen  that  measles, 
a disease  of  urban  communities,  becomes  epidemic  every 
second  year.  In  the  last  epidemic  year,  1969?  measles  was 
true  to  form,  with  55  cases  following  6 cases  in  1 968  and 
63  in  1967*  This  year  the  number  of  cases  notified  remains 
as  it  was  last  year  with  8 cases,  an  indication  of  the  success 
of  the  measles  eradication  programme,  A similar  trend  may 
be  observed  in  other  parts  of  the  Country. 

As  well  as  the  cases  of  measles,  the  case  of  infective 
jaundice  and  of  Salmonella  panama  occurred  at  home.  All  other 
notified  diseases  took  place  in  hospital.  In  those  due  to 
Salmonella  and  Shigella  faecal,  specimens  were  collected  from 
each  case  and  from  all  members  of  the  family  in  which  each 
case  or  cases  occurred.  The  specimens  were  sent  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  identification  of  organisms.  Patients 
remained  under  observation  until  3 faecal  specimens  taken  at 
weekly  intervals  were  negative  for  organisms.  Salmonella 
infections  may  clear  in  a few  weeks  or  persist  for  many  months. 

In  the  dysentery  and  food  poisoning  outbreaks,  the  sources 
of  infections  were  not  determined  with  certainty.

area.
